Article  1.     To  choose  a  town  clerk. 

AiiT.  2.     To  choose  three  selectmen. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  a  town  treasurer. 

Art.  4.     To  choose  one  or  more  highway  agents. 

Art.  5.     To  choose  one  or  more  auditors. 

Art.  6.     To  choose  one  library  trustee. 

Art.  7.  'J'o  choose  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Cemetery  Com- 
missioners for  the  term  of  five  years. 

Art.  8.     To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers. 

Art.  9.  To  hear  the  x-eports  of  the  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Ceme- 
tery Commissioners,  and  other  town  officers  heretofore  chosen, 
and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  exempt  from  taxation, 
for  a  period  of  five  years,  the  manufacturing  establishment  pro- 
posed to  be  erected  and  put  in  operation  in  said  town  by  D.  S. 
Stone,  and  the  capital  to  be  used  in  operating  the  same. 

Art.  11.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  poor. 

Art.  12.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
retire  $3,000  of  town  bonds,  and  to  pay  interest  on  bonds  outstand- 
ing. 

Art.  13.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
aying  out,  building,  and  repairing  highways,  and  for  building 
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and  repairing  bridges,  and  to  act  upon  the  question  of  applying 
for  State  aid.

Report  of  the  Selectmen. 


To  the   Taxpayers  of  the   Toion  of  Haverhill : 

Your  Selectmen  submit  herewith  their  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  February  15,  1910.  They  have  endeav- 
ored to  give  a  full  and  clear  statement  of  their  doings  and 
of  the  finances  of  the  town  for  the  past  year. 

The  valuation  of  the  town  has  increased  from  $1,536,688 
in  April,  1908,  to  $1,622,756  in  April,  1909.  This  does 
not  include  the  soldiers'  exemption. 

In  live  stock  the  number  of  horses  and  neats  is  about 
the  same  as  last  year,  while  the  number  of  cattle  and  sheep 
is  less.  Money  at  interest,  stock  in  banks  and  the  valua- 
tion of  aqueducts,  mills,  etc.,  shows  an  increase,  while  stock 
in  trade  is  somewhat  less. 

A  new  iron  bridge  with  concrete  flooring  has  been  biiilt 
across  the  Oliverian  near  Pike.  Considerable  money  has 
been  expended  for  lumber  for  bridge  flooring  and  railings, 
an  unusually  large  amount  of  which  have  been  built.  The 
town  has  been  obliged  to  pay  a  considerable  sum  of  money 
in  settling  the  True  case,  for  injuries  received  upon  the 
highway. 

Three  thousand  dollars  of  the  town  bonds  have  been 
paid,  as  well  as  all  interest  due.  The  net  debt  of  the  town 
is  now  122,784.98,  a  decrease  of  $899.20  during  the  past 
year. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  state  tax  from  2,965.00  in 
1908,  to  $4,744.00  in  1909,  and  in   the  County  tax  from 
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$2,601.45  to  $2,861.59,  as  well  as  the  increased  highway 
appropriation,  the  tax  rate  has  been  higher  this  year  than 
last.  The  town  rate  for  1909  has  been  2.10,  the  Haverhill 
precinct  rate  2.43  and  the  Woodsville  precinct  rate  3.03.
